Each man, still accompanied 
by his handler, goes back to his 
corner, The manager removes 
the dressing-gown and what 
more... natural than that he 
should give his charge a final 
“good luck” handshake. It is 
then that the “glmmick” ts 
passed to the fighter.

You might think that. ime

quite unuble to see What went 
‘on. : : 

Again T must stress that this 
is perhaps the rarest of all the 
“fAddies” in the fight game, and 
in all the thousands of Myhts 1 
have seen in my Ilfe there aro 
only two—one here and one in 
Americh, where the idea was 
Inyented-—in which its use .was 
suggested. And I don't belleve 
the American one. 

From the  sensatlonal and 
exceptional, let’s go to the com- 
monplace and reprehensible. For 
years I have been campaigning 
against the managers who aro 
allowed to tnke 93 much os 25 
per cent of thelr boxers’ 
earnings—lots of boxers. 

There ore. many ‘fine ‘ond 
honourablo mea in ‘the man- 
agerlal profession, but there are 
o number whom 1 once referred 
to as “Heensed plekpockets"— 
d..then had to. tender an 
apology because Scotland Yard 
told me they mveren't ticensed! 

These men are not, ‘of course, 
manogers. They are varicty 
booking agents peddling flesh 
in o new slave trade. 


How, for instance, chn a 
manager living in the north of 
England adequately look after 
the affairs of two fighters, one 
domiciled in the extreme south. 
west of England and the other 
In the north of Scotland—as well 
as handling a dozen-and-a-haly 
more spread over the rest of

A manager should act as tacti- 
elan_for. his _boxer, selecting tho 
most sultgble: opponents through 
every stage of his development.
